Keep Europe Clean 


pROBABLY there are few people who under- 
i stand very much of what went on in Asia 
Minor before the present crisis who feel ap- 
proval for the course of the 
powers 
which 


brought it on. They realize very well that 
behind the smoke-screen of indignation against 
the Turks there lie shabby facts having to do 
with efforts to exploit Near East resources, and 
financial quarrels going back to the days of the 
post-war peace conference and the 
division 


of the swag at that time. Nevertheless, there 
are certain things that white men and Chris- 
tians will not care to see result .from the pre- 
sent disturbance, however unpleasant may have 
been the precedent maneuvers which brought 
matters to the present pass. 
Chief 
among 


these, we think, is the return of the Turk to 
Europe. The Turk 
in Europe 
has 
been 


an enslaver, a corruptionist, 
an 
oppres- 


sor and a barbarian. 
He has 
never aided 


any part of the world to rise in the scale of 
civilization upon which he had his grip. On 
the Thracian question it is nothing to 
the 


point to say that the Greeks were defeated in 
an unjustifiable effort to expand in Asia Minor. 
Constantine's expedition was unjustified, very 
likely, but that does not justify the return of 
any portion of Europe to the Moslem. It is in' 
part a question of race and religion. But still 
more it seems to be a question of the safety of 
civilization. The strip of water dividing Europe 
from Asia Minor is a bulwark against an irrup- 
tion of semi-savages who would find fanatic 
joy in crushing out the things that white civil- 
ization has built. And it should be maintained. 
In Constantinople the Turks seem sure to get a 
bridge-head across this water, at 
the 
best. 


They should not be allowed more. Whether 
Thrace should go to Greece, be split up, or be 
made a neutral strip under the League of Na- 
tions or an inter-allied administration one 
might be slow to judge. But that it should not 
go back to the Turk is something that can be 
decided without hesitation. It will be unfor- 
tunate if the rivalries between France and Eng- 
land at the forthcoming conference should 
lead to any disagreement on this point. Here 
the white men's governments 
should 
stand 


solidly together.

Shady Business 


'E have often suspected that Americans with 


• • money invested in ,Mexjco have had to do 
with the repeated insurrections there, in the 
hope that if affairs got bad enough the United 
States would step in, ultimately annex Mexico 
and make their properties worth many times 
what they paid. But they have gone a step 
farther now, and in New York an organization 
has capitalized a Mexican revolution and 
is 


selling stock at $10 a share. We only wish that 


the gentlemen who are so interested in war with1 
Mexico could be induced to invest in this trans- 
parently "speculative" promotion. But few of 
them will be found on its subscription list, 'we 
suspect. The chief victims will be the general 
public. The propertied gentlemen with oil and 
other Mexican interests will continue, no doubt, 
to invest in Mexican disturbance, but they will 
be their own promoters. This Mexican revolu- 
tion business, by the way, seems to be petering 
out somewhat. The Juarez "revolution" which 
bloomed on the front pages a week ago turns 
out to be just a drunken jag-party indulged in 
by certain members of the city garrison in- 
clined to shoot up the town, and now blue sky 
promoters are edging in. It \*on't even be 
respectable to yell for war with Mexico if this 
keeps on. 


Lenin Grows Modest 


T ENIN, for months an invalid, has returned 
J-1 to Moscow and resumed charge of the soviet 
state. He has built a big glass cage on the top 
of the Kremlin in which he will do his work. 
The urge to remark something about not throw- 
ing stones, in this connection, is almost irre- 
pressible, but what we wanted to notice was the 
serious fact that "arrival of the head of the 
soviet government was extremely quiet, owing
